Claim Objections 

4. Claim 5 is objected to because of the following informalities: the dependency of this claim 
has not been indicated. For purposes of examination, it is assumed that claim 5 is dependent 
upon claim 1 . Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Arledge, 
et al. (USPN 5.561,703). 

Arledge et al. teach of an automated communications system much like that of the 
limitations of the instant invention. The communications system of Arledge refers to applicant's 
notification controller and notification transceiver as the PBX environment. The portable 
transceiver is identified by the end user pager which includes LED and LCD display panels. 

The patented invention of the prior art clearly teaches the limitations claimed in the 
instant invention. For this reason, claims 1-13 are rejected.
